Union may be increasing the 
secret part of its defense 
spending, informed 
sources 


said Sunday. 


Although official Soviet fig 


ures show only a small in 
crease this year in the de 
fense budget, there are rea 
sons to believe the hidden 
arms budget has risen sig 
nificantly and will stay high 
for some time. 


The signs, though not con 


elusive, are important enougl 
to have raised questions in 
some minds about long-term 
Soviet military planning. 


Planning On Peace 


General economic indica 


tions here are that the Sovie 
Union is planning on w o r 1t 
peace. It is emphasizing con 
sumer goods to an unprece 
dented extent a n d advocat 
ang the spread of communism 
by setting an example o 
prosperity 
rather 
than by 


force. 


There is, however, w h a t 


some consider a suspicious gap 
between 
admitted 
military 


spending and explanations o: 
why civilian spending is stil 
limited. The gap might in- 
dicate 
undercover 
defense 


costs. 


Defense costs arc known to 


he high, although it is impos 
sible for outsiders to put a 
ruble figure on the total be- 
cause of secretive Soviet budg- 
etary methods. The published 
figure for this year is 13.43 
billion rubles ($14.92 billion). 


Missile Defense 


One item likely to be plac- 


ing a large new burden on 
resources is construction of a 
defense system against inter- 
continental missiles- T h e r e 
are indications such a system 


1 is being built around Moscow 


and Leningrad. 


Another major item, above 


the cost of maintaining a mil- 
itary establishment officially 
reported 
to have 
2,423,000 


men, is a current drive to 
modernize it and equip it for 
non-nuclear warfare. 


The Soviet armed forces 


are believed to be g o i n g 
through the expensive process 
that the United States accom- 
plished under President Ken- 
nedy: regaining the ability to 
handle small-scale wars in- 
s'.ead of concentrating only on 
preparing for a nuclear con- 
flict. 


There are also indications— 


without confirmation—of l 
deployment of Soviet troops 
from old established facilities 
facing western Europe to Chi- 
na border areas. This would 
i n v o l v e new spending on 
logistical support. 


Space Spending 


And there is space. 
Mili- 


tary and space spending are 
apparently linked directly in 
the secret parts of the Soviet 
budget. 


With all these military de- 


mands 
f o r 
already thinly 


stretched Soviet supplies o'f 
m o n e y , manpower and ma- 
terial, 
economic 
planners 


have been ordered to take 
care of defense. 


The 1D66-70 five-year plan 


"shall insure a further growth 
of the Soviet Union's defense 
potential . . . it is essential 
continuously to supply t h e 
most modern types of weap- 
ons to our armed forces," 
says the Communist Party's 
order to planners. 


The same order cuts back 


economic goals set in 1961 for 
achievement by 1970. Aside 
from the likelihood that t h c 
goals were never realistic, 
there has been no public ex- 
planation of the reason for 
their cutback — except to 
blame the International situa- 
tion, and especially the Viet 
Nam conflict, for requiring 
heavier defense spending.

Saigon CT>—A Viet C o n g 


prisoner who talked spoiled 
an ambush his comrades had 
set up against U.S. 101st Air- 
borne troops and gave infor- 
mation that cost the lives of 
20 communists, U S. officials 
reported Sunday. 


The prisoner enabled t h e 


American troops on the cen- 
tral coast 16 hit the enemy 
\\itli artillery and mortar fire 
as they lay in ambush near 
Tuy Hoa Saturday night, then 
engage them in a 45-mlnutc 
battle that resulted in t h e 


score of dead. U.S. casualties 
\\cre described as light. 


The action was one of two 


U.S. successes as fighting in 
South Viet Nam dwindled over 
the weekend to sporadic, scat- 
tered actions. 


A Vietnamese m i l i t a r y 


spokesman said 129 Viet Cong 
were killed Sunday in heavy 
fighting about 30 miles east of 
Ban Me Thuol. Government 
casualties were reported light. 
The fighting, in an area 150 
miles northeast of Saigon, oc- 
curred on the second day of

The bomb had been missing 


since a B52 nuclear bomber 
collided over this S p a n i s h 
coastal area with a jet re- 
ucllng tanker Jan. 17. Three 
bombs fell on shore and were 
recovered but o n l y after 
spreading some radioactivity 
on the soil. The fourth w a s 
ocatcd Wednesday by one of 
he submarines operating in 
he area. 
It is lying on a sharp1 slope 


about 2,500*feet below 
the 


surface and in danger of slid- 
ng into even greater depths, 


e midget submarines are 


rying to nudge it to an area 
that would make recovery 
easier.

Survivors Escape

Sunday morning, the 101st 


troopers found a Viet C o n g 
squad of 10 and killed one of 
them. 


About 85 m i l e s southwest 


of Tuy Hoa, troops of t h e 
U.S. 25th Infantry Division 
attacked a communist force 
north of Ban Me Thuol and 
killed 18 of them, officials re- 
ported. They said American 
casualties were light. 


Allied search and destroy 


operations continued e l s e - 
where but enemy forces ap- 
parently remained well hid- 
den. 


The U.S. Special Forces 


team ran into a Viet Cong 
ambush on Phu Quoc, an is- 
land about 30 miles long and 
about 15 miles wide in t h e 
Gulf of Siam about 30 miles 
off the S o u t li Vietnamese 
coast. 


Support Asked 


The team called for sup- 


porting fire from the U.S. 
Coast Guard vessel P o i n t 
Garnet. The vessel f i r e d 70 
heavy mortar rounds into the 
target zone, enabling the U.S. 
troops to withdraw and be 
evacuated from the island. 


Although Phu Quoc is not 


contested much, small teams 
go in and out mainly for in- 
telligence purposes.

They said the new military 


regime sent army troops to 
all airports In Indonesia over 
the weekend to ensure that 
the air force could not use 
aircraft to mount any attack. 


The troops removed vital 


parts from aircraft engines 
and slashed the tires of other 
aircraft to prevent them from 
being used, the reports said. 


Pro-Communist 


The Indonesian air force 


has been considered pro-com- 
munist since last October's 
c o m m u n i s t coup attempt, 
which was crushed by the 
army soon a f t e r it was 
launched. 


Several air force units arc 


believed to have taken part 
in the abortive coup and are 
reported to have given com- 
munist youth gangs weapons 
and military training. 


Air Vice Marshal Suryada- 


ma is considered a commu- 
nist, the reports reaching here 
said. The last air force chief. 
Air Vice Marshal Omar Dha- 
ni, was accused of involve- 
ment in last October's coup 
and is now reported living in 
exile in Cambodia. 


Full Support 


Meanwhile, Radio Jakarta 


reported that the powerful 
Nationalist Party—which was 
founded by President Sukarno 
—has given its full support to 
new strongman army chief Lt. 
General Suharto. 


The party's leader. Dr. All 


Sastroamidjojo, said it will 
give Suharto assistance in his 
bid to restore law and order 
in Indonesia, the radio said. 


It said Sastroamidjojo de- 


clared the party has relieved 
its secretary general, former 
minister without portfolio Su- 
rachman, of his post. 


Surachman was one of the 


15 ministers taken into "pro- 
tective custody" last Friday 
along with Sukarno's pro-Pek- 
ing aide Subandrio, the radio 
said. 


Comeback 


The military

nounced plans Sunday to bring 
Gen. Abdul Haris Nasution 
back into public view this 
week, possibly preparing him 
for a major role in the gov- 
ernment, perhaps even the 
presidency. 


Nasution d r o p p e d from 


sight after President Sukarno 
fired him as defense minister 
more than a month ago. Nasu- 
tion was leading a campaign 
to break up Indonesia's Com- 
munist Party.

1 in his initial efforts he will 
emphasize new wheat f o o d 
products. 


"While this is only one 


segment of utilization work, 
it is a key one now because 
of the need for famine foods 
overseas," Lewis said. 


"The famine and the threat 


of famine is a reality for mil- 
lions of people overseas to- 
day. Their governments, and 
our government, are going to 
become increasingly interested 
in processed wheat foods of 
high protein content." 


Lewis said he will begin his 


work with the Commission by 
assessing the results of re- 
search

"We know that research so 


far has highlighted two types 
of potential foods made from 
wheat: Peeled wheat foods: 
and a high protein milk-like 
derivative. This milk food is 
especially valuable as a food 
for expectant mothers and for 
very joung children."

It hardly seems possible but discussions 


of graduation can now be heard in homes 
and meetings throughout the city. This, of 
course, is a prelude to summer and the 
month of M a r c h has a l r e a d y given us 
many signs of the changing seasons. It 
was not so very long ago that the sun 
slipped below the horizon before 5 p.m. A 
little later the sun could still be seen at 
5:30 p.m. and now it is visible past 6 p.m. 


The warm breezes that have been with 


us have been a boon to the kite-flying en- 


thusiasts. It may be 
t r u e , as 
President 


Johnson has said, that 
the U.S. will be the 
first to land a man on 


the moon but such heights arc not the am- 
bition yet of everyone. There are still those 
among us who think it is quite a feat to 
send an object on the end of a string a 
few hundred feet into the sky. It once was 
even more of a feat than it is today. One 
hardly sees anything but a store-bought 
kite these days when they were onco 
rather rare. A kite can still be made but 
few arc the youngsters who do so. 


In another respect, kite-flying Is more 


of an achievement today than it used to be. 
It is a real trick these days to find space 
in which to fly a kite. Kids of the last gen- 
eration, for instance, never had to worry 
about their kite getting tangled up in the 
neighbor's TV antenna but this is the end 
of many kite-flying episodes of today. 


While we now have television and we 


now are serious about going to the moon, 
the long-time favorites of youth do not 
change a great deal. Ask a boy what it is 
about sending his kite into the sky that can 
occupy him for hours and he could not tell 
you. Of course, he doesn't need to have a 
reason; all he needs to do is experience 
pleasure in what he is doing. 


Maybe the reason the boy flies the kite 


is the same reason we are not certain that 
we will eventually reach the moon. There 
is a kind of common fascination in the two 
things, a thread that runs through much 
of life in the early years. Maybe the boy 
sees at the end of that string not a kite,' 
but the vastness and adventure of space. 
He places that kite with the help of a little 
breeze out beyond the confines of his 
world. That great blue sky above and the 
fleecy clouds may represent an uncharted 
adventure that touches the boy's curiosity. 
Way out there at the end of that ball of 
string, there may seem to be no limita- 
tions, no obstacles in the way.

Perhaps the boy thinks of his o\\n life 


in terms such as these, a life that will soar 
above the routine of dally events and reach 
some high point that no others before him 
have ever attained. It certainly is true in 
many cases that optimism is a mark of the 
young. Sometimes it is optimism that 
dips over Into irresponsibility and that Is 
unfortunate but often It Is the kind of opti- 
mism from which great success can stem.

It was these dreamers 
who built the first airplanes, and with little 
idea of the ultimate consequences of their 
action. 


The boy who flies a kite today may be 


able to tell you nothing about his thoughts 
but they arc there. Somewhere inside of 
dim he finds pleasure in escaping w h a t 
seems to be the laws of man and nature. 
Paper, sticks and string combined in Die 
right way, with a rag tail if the wind is 
a little strong, produce an invasion into the 
unknown. 


The boy docs the same thing when he 


strolls along the bank of a creek, examing

which to him arc a 
new 
experience. 
He 


may do the same thing when he spends 
the afternoon chasing rabbits through a 
field. Perhaps 
not consciously, but 
the 


speed of the rabbit, its maneuverability and 
its ability to survive may be characteris- 
tics greatly admired by the boy. In these 
and oilier ways, the boy js coming to know 
of the marvelous nature of the world in 
which lie lives and the fantastic things 
which arc a part of it. 


If a kite can fly and a rabbit can run 


so fast, why can't he achieve many 
wonderful things In the years ahead? 
It 


doesn't work out to greatness on the part 
of all but to many it docs according to 
their abilities and their motivation. The 
world is in a constant state of change but 
the boy with the kite is still a mainstay.

The REA Is Big 


Rural electrification has. from the be- 


ginning, occupied a "favorite son" role in 
the estimation of this agricultural region. 


We arc inclined to look upon it as a 


neighborhood business that brought electric 
light and power to the rural areas when no 
one else would. To most, it is a scries of 
wooden poles carrying wires down a coun- 
try road to bring the blessings of the elec- 
tric age to farm homes and barnyards. We 
sec it as small but tightly run business, be- 
ginning with modest federal loans, designed 
at minimum expense and built with a great 
deal of volunteer work—in short- a poor 
business, made so because customers lived 
far apart, requiring minimal volumes of 
electricity. 


But the recent REA convention here 


gives us a much different picture. There 
are many, many small REA's, but they 
combine to form a big national business. 


It came in a matter of credit needs. 


Jerry L. Anderson, acting general manager 


of the National Rural Electric Cooperative 
Association. Washington D.C., said the nor- 
mal plant expansion during the coming 15 
years will require $9.5 billion. This is dou- 
blc the amount of capital required during 
the past 30 years in the rural electrification 
program. 


This, apparently, is the reason for Ihc 


proposed change from all government fi- 
nancing, and the surge of demand for sup- 
plementary financing from the private mon- 
ey market. 


The rural market at this stage is over 


DO percent served with REA power. The 
government in recent years has been bank- 
ing the program with 2 per cent credit. It 
occurs to the REA leaders that it is unreal- 
istic to expect the government to come 
forth with S9.5 billion either in public mon- 
ey or at that low rate of interest. But the 
rapidly growing enterprise must have the 
capital and where else con it go for it ex- 
cept in the private market? 


Opposition Not Enough 


Agitation a m o n g Buddhist leaders 


against the government of Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky cannot help but produce apprehen- 
sion among American interests. This na- 
tion by now has what anyone would grant 
is a vital stake in Viet Nam. The country 
and war there have become the center of 
domestic discussion and the focal point of 
much of our international affairs. 


The Ky government has now lasted for 


nine months, a fairly long time by Viet 
Nam standards. But it is reported to be 
steeped in corruption and inefficiency, a 
seemingly common failing among all Viet 
Nam governments of the past. The point 
is not that Ky himself is so important as it 
is that stability must be achieved. 


While the Buddhists may object to the 


current government, they propose nothing 
by way of a solution. There is little hope 
that an overthrow of Ky would produce 
a government that was any better. Thus, 


a new government today would likely only 
produce another within the next year and 
from such a rapid turnover can come 
nothing but confusion and a lagging war 
effort. 


While whatever evils there arc in the 


Ky government cannot be condoned, it 
would seem that the citizenry of the coun- 
try would by now come to know that gov- 
ernmental stability was essential before re- 
form can take place. That citizenry should 
not be as concerned over the current 
status of its governments as it should be 
over its intentions. 


Only if it sees in Ky's government no 


effort at or intention of reform should it 
entertain thoughts of an overthrow. And un- 
fortunately, the Buddhists seem able to 
produce nothing but an indictment of what 
they have. When it comes to a positive re- 
placement, they are disturbingly vague.

Profiles In Science 


'So far, So Good'

Brown Asfcecf JoJb 
Aid For Waffs ReJbe/s 


WASHINGTON — Just a 


few hours before the new 
riots broke out in the Walts 
section of Los Angeles, Gov. 
Edmund G. (Pat) Brown of 
California was breakfasting 
with Sargent Shrivcr at the 
Madison Hotel in Washington 
trying to get federal money 
to relieve Negro unemploy- 
ment in Watts. 


He was turned down. 
Brown told Shrivcr that his 


studies 
of 
the 
California 


situation indicated that trou- 
ble was inevitable in Walts 
and 
other 
poverty-stricken 


areas unless the federal gov- 
ernment could join the state 
of California in a large-scale 
employment program. 


"Our p r o b 1 e m." Gov. 


Brown told the head of the 
anti-poverty program, "is an 
influx of unskilled Ncgrues 
f r o m Alabama. Louisiana 
and MissisMppi, who are not 
able to gel jobs. Their wives 
work as domestics, but male 
.\csro immigrants c a n n o t 
get jobs in the highly .skiHod 
aerospace industry w Ii i c h 
predominates in California." 


Brown 
told Shrivcr that 


the unskilled Negro popula- 
tion made up the largest 
part of the 50.000 unem- 
ployed in California and that 
he'had \\orkcd out an em- 
ployment program for them 
in various parts of the state 
which did not require skills. 
The program, Brown said, 
w o H I d 
cost 
the s t a t e 


$250,000,000, and 
California 


did not have the necessary 
funds. 


Shriver replied that with 


the Vietnamese war costing 
more and more, the Anti- 
Poverty Program also lacked* 
funds and could not alleviate 
the situalion in Walts. He 
told Gov. Brown thai al- 
though California seemed to 
be more up to date in trying 
to meet the problem than 
other states, and any aid he 
extended to California would 
mean that other states would 
demand similar help. 


The breakfast proved un- 


fruitful except for one point. 
Shrivcr 'told the governor 
that he was right about his 
original 
opposition to the 


veto power of governors to 
block the Anti-Poverty Pro- 
gram. 


W h e n 
the 
Anti-Poverty 


Program was originally for- 
mulated, Brown had argued 
that the governors should be 
in on the ground floor, nnt 
come along with vetoes after 
the federal government had 
worked out its plans. Forty- 
nine governors voted for the 
veto. Brown was the only 
governor opposing it. 


"After the federal govern- 


ment lias worked out its 
anti-poverty program, it is 
too late to impose a veto," 
Brown told Shriver. "You 
can't upset all the thousands 
of dollars of work that has 
gone into these plans with a 
veto at the last moment."

Joseph Black, (1728-1799) 


the man many people con- 
sider the founder of modern 
"scientific" chemistry, was 
an Irishman who was born 
and brought up in France. 
He was the son of a Belfast 
wine merchant whose busi- 
ness it was to arrange for 
the importation of French 
wines into England and Ire- 
land, and it was nc* until hn 
was 12 that Joseph was sent 
home to school. 


Later he went to the Uni- 


versity of G l a s g o w , just 
across the Irish Sea from 
Belfast, where he studied 
m e d i c i n e . But like the 
Frenchman 
Berthollet, who 


lived somewhat later, Black 
expressed more than a pars- 
ing interest in chemistry. 


This came In handy in the 


treatment 
of 
kidney 
and 


bladder stones. At that time 
a 
respected 
remedy was 


quicklime and 
potash, or 


caustic potash, which was 
supposed 
to 
dissolve 
the 


stones. The Involved theory 
was that 
the quicklime's 


"fiery power" was Imparted 
to the caustic potash, which 
then 
corroded 
away t h e 


stones that caused so much 
pain. 


i? ',' v' 


As a chemist Black de- 


cided to find out the truth 
about the searing, burning 
corrosivcncss of quicklime. 
In a famous paper he showed 
that the "fiery power" of 
caustic potash and quicklime 
was nonsense. Alkalis are 
caustic, he said, because the 
counteracting acid has been 
passed off during the burn- 
ing that changes lime to 
quicklime. 


This paper on quicklime is 


the first accurate analysis of 
a chemical reaction. It was 
the first step in changing 
chemistry 
from a 
fanciiul 


art into a methodical sci- 
ence. 


Following 
publication of 


this work Black 
was ap- 


pointed professor of anatomy 
and lecturer on chemistry a't 
Glasgow. 


Among his 
pupils there 


were James Watt, the de- 
veloper of the steam engine; 
James Hutton, the founder 
of the science of geology; 
Adam Smith, the 
famous 


economist of the "laisscn 
faire" 
theory, 
and 
David 


Hume, the great philosopher. 


Black's m o s t important 


contribution to science was 
perhaps his insistence on the 
scientific method. He was 
more 
interested 
with 
the 


methods and 
principles of 


chemistry than in the dis- 


covery of new things. He 
promoted the 
training of 


chemists in research. He was 
a great and popular teacher, 
and it was in teaching that 
he delighted. The contribu- 
tions of Watt, Hutton, Smith 
and Hume may have been, 
at least in some part, the 
results of the inspiration of 
this great teacher and lec- 
turer. 


In his own most famous 


experiment he measured the 
amount of heal required to 
melt ice and change water 
to steam and found that ice 
and water absorbed heat in 
these processes, but that the 
same amount of heat was 
given off when steam 
was 


condensed into water and 
water frozen into ice.

Time For Schools To Take A Stand

Across U.S. Policy 


The election is over in Guatemala and 


we can announce that the people's choice, 
the leftist! reform candidate Mario Mcndcz 
Montenegro, actually won—that is, so far. 


Montenegro received 45 percent of the 


presidential vote, besting the army-govern- 
ment candidate. Col. Aguilar. who got 32 
percent and the third candidate, Col. Pon- 
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iano. got the rest. Prof. Montenegro's Rev- 
olutionary party also won 30 of the 56 legis- 
lative scats. 


There is one hitch. The winner did not 


get a majority of the votes, which means 
the ultimate selection will go the Guate- 
malan Congress. But that body is expected 
to follow the dictates of the voters. 


The faith has been kept in Guatemala 


now in two instances. The army adminis- 
tration actually called the election as it 
promised. That was rather unexpected. It 
took power after the United- States engi- 
neered the fall of leftist Dictator President 
Arbcnz. 


It is not to be assumed outrancc that 


the election of a new left liner will restore 
an administration along Arbcnz lines. It is 
more to be hoped that it will get down to 
the business of improving the lot of the 
Guatemalan people. The preceding army 
takeover restored order, but it did lit- 
tle else. Housing remains especially bad. 
Health services arc poor. This is illustrated 
by the life expectancy of the average 
Guatemalan which is -15 years. More than 
70 percent of the Guatemalans remain il- 
literate. And such reforms in the economy 
of the country thus far have benefited only 
the big landowners and businessmen. This 
is a condition that cultivates serious revolu- 
tion. If the new president acts to improve 
things he will have performed both a dis- 
tinct service to his people and a saving act 
tfor the entire hemisphere. 


WASHINGTON — A rare 


example of East-West coex- 
istence, and hopefully even 
cohabitation, offers a ray of 
relief in the grim flow of the 
news. Chi-Chi, the London 
Zoo's female giant panda, 
has been flown to Moscow 
to be introduced to An-An. 
the M o s c o w zoo's male 
panda. 


A footnote to the rigidity 


of America's China policy is 
recorded in Chi-Chi's earlier 
wanderings. She was original- 
ly to come 
to the 
United 


States, the Brookfield Zoo in 
Chicago having offered $50.- 
000 for her to the Swiss ani- 
mal dealer who had brought 
her from China to Europe. 


Chi-Chi was one of two gi- 


ant pandas outside C h i n a 
where the species in the 
great bamboo forests of the 
province of Szechwan is said 
to be increasingly rare. This 
was. then, a coup for the 
American zoo. Evcr>onc was 
presumably happy, including 
Chi-Chi. w h o s c owner was 
exhibiting her in European 
zoos at a special fee. 


But at t h i s point the 


United States Treasury in- 
tervened and what resulted 
was a bureaucratic hassle. 
Wasn't Chi-Chi really a prod- 
uct of Red China? And didn't 
she. therefore, come under 
tfie ban of the trading-with- 
thc-cnemy act, dating from 
World War II, which prohi- 
bits a n y commerce with 
communist 
China? It ap- 


peared that the United States 
would lose one of the two 
pandits outside the bamboo 
curtain.

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Finally the r u l i n g was 


negative. Chi-Chi was denied 
admission, having been found 
beyond a doubt to be a prod- 
uct of communist China. In 
the fall of 1059 the London 
zoo snapped up the prize.

As their judg- 
ment matures, they can he 
allowed to have responsibili- 
ty for more and more deci- 
sions. 


If the school is to perform 


its major function, it must 
be allowed to use its facili- 
ties, its faculty and its time 
for educating "our youth to 
take their places in society. 


This cannot happen unless 


parents 
cooperate. 
Mother 


and father, as well as the 
school, must learn to say 
"no" and mean it!

But w h e n the Ken- 
tucky sharpshooters did make 
the challenge, Texas Western 
had the answer—answers jar- 
red into Haskins' head years 
ago with a shower of chalk 
dust. 


"Mr. Iba was giving us a 


little chalk-talk about 11:30 
one night after we'd lost a 
game something like 45-39," 
Haskins recalled. "The score 
was too big and be didn't like 
it. 


He was talking about how 


to stop a fast break- I must 
have dozed off, and he threw 
an eraser at me and hit me 
right between the eyes. I hope 
I didn't miss much." 


If he did, it wasn't evident 


in the way Haskins' quick 
Miners destroyed Kentucky's 
fast break and turned on the 
Wildcats their own weapons 
of poise and confidence. 


Key factors included West- 


ern's 28 of 31 foul shooting, 
the Miners' confidence-shat- 
tering, harassing defense, the 
intimidating rebounding of 6- 
foot-7, 245-pound David Lattin 
and the gymnastic efforts of 
little Bobby Joe 11111.

bad with those two steals in 
the first half," Rupp analyzed. 


The Miners, ranked third in 


the nation but an eight-point 
underdog despite their 27-1 
record going into the title 
game had a precarious 10-9 
lead when Hill stunned Ken- 
tucky with two quick steals. 


Within a 10-sccond span he 


filched the ball In the Ken- 
tucky backcourt two times, 
first from Pat Rilcy and then 
from All-America Louie Dam- 
pier, and converted each theft 
into an easy layup. 


That gave the crew from 


the Texas border country a 
five-point lead and the Wild- 
cats were never even again. 


Kentucky trailed 34-31 at 


halftlmc and closed to with 
1& ooo At 33-38 when 


pier popped in a 20-footer. 
But Orsten Artis, one of three 
guards Haskins started to 
combat the Kentucky speed, 
replied with a 25-foot jump- 
er and the Texans — sere- 
naded periodically with "The 
Yellow Rose of Texas" — 
were on the march again.

led all scorers with 20 points 
many of them on twisting, 
spectacular drives.

Despite 
the new efficiency which re- 
quires less expenditure of hu- 
man energy in the making of 
an automobile, total employ- 
ment in the automobile Indus- 
try has actually increased by 
almost 300,000 since 1961. In 
other words, in the race be- 
tween the growing technologi- 
cal efficiency, which reduces 
job opportunities, and e c o- 
nomic growth, the latter has 
conspicuously offset the im- 
pact of the former. 


Meanwhile, the 
customer 


has had a payoff In steady Im- 
provement in value at about 
the same price. Stockholders 
of the principal companies 
have enjoyed peak 
profits. 


Meanwhile, from 1947 through 
1964 real hourly wages in the 
industry rose by 57%. In addi- 
tion, 
the workers received 


added fringe benefits. 


Unlike the early policy of 


British unions which were hos- 
tile to technological improve- 
ments, the United Auto Work- 
ers of America has recog- 
nized the importance of 1m- 
p r o v e d mechanized labor- 
aiding tools of production. Au- 
tomobile company contracts 
with the union for a decade 
and a half have included the 
subjoined declaration of eco- 
nomic faith: 


Improvement Factor 


"The annual improvement 


factor provided herein recog- 
nizes that a continuing im- 
provement in the standard of 
living of employes depends 
upon technological progress, 
better tools, methods, pro- 
cesses and equipment, and a 
cooperative attitude on the 
part of all parties in s u c h 
progress. It further recognizes 
the principle that to produce 
more with the same amount 
of human effort is a sound 
economic and social objec- 
tive..." 


In commenting on the fore- 


going principles, the Automo- 
bile Manufacturers 
Associa- 


tion stated: "In Us l a b o r 
agreements, automotive man- 
agement has 
retained 
the 


right to Introduce changes in 
products, tools, methods, and 
processes at any time. The in- 
dustry has thus been free 
to 
Introduce 
technological 


changes as rapidly as they be- 
come technically and econom- 
ically fcnsrblc. 


Any 
employment 


s h i f t s attributable to tech- 
nological changes which have 
occurred have not affected the 
security of large numbers of 
employes. The policies a n d 
procedures of the automotive 
industry have minimized the 
impact on employes of s u c h 
dislocations as are from time 
to time caused by technologi- 
cal change. 


Labor Agreements 


"Many of these policies 


worked out through collective 
bargaining have been incor- 
porated in industry l a b o r 
agreements for many years. 
They have helped the indus- 
try and its'employes adjust to 
technological 
change 
effi- 


ciently and with a minimum 
of human hardship. 


"These policies have suc- 


cessfully met the problems 
associated with technological 
change in the automotive In- 
dustry for more than a quar- 
ter of a century." 


The experience in the auto- 


mobile industry is that t h e 
way tc achieve employment 
opportunities, despite reduc- 
tion of manhours In a given 
unit, is through expanding 
sales. 
These developments 


have not been unrelated. 


As an industry spokesman 


put It, "In a vital sense grow- 
ing output and improving 
technology have fed u p o n 
each other: technological ad- 
vance has allowed the Indus- 
try to produce improved ve- 
hicles which have attracted 
customers and resulted in 
higher sales, while higher 
sales and output have enabled 
producers to introduce n e w 
equipment and processes and 
thus to improve their prod- 
ucts. In turn, both growing 
output and advancing tech- 
nology have made possible 
g r e a t e r protection of em- 
ployes from hardship t h a t 
might otherwise have been 
the outgrowth of change."
